We have two attractions for the twenty- 
sixth sale at Mason City to be held 
Saturday, May 26th. One is the best lot 
of cows and best lot of bulls we have 
ever gotten together. 

Another is that, to accommodate our 
many friends who have to husband their 
time and gasoline, we offer the services 
of Paul Dresser, one of our pioneer 
Milking Shorthorn breeders’ and judges 
as mail bid commissioner. 

You can write Mr. Dresser at Cedar 
Falls, Iowa; where he lives just two 
miles west of Cedar Falls, or you may 
write him at the Hotel Hanford, Mason 
City, Iowa, where he will be from five 
e clock pom. May oth. 

Forty years ago Mr. Dresser was 
breeding Milking Shorthorns that won 
tops at shows, and produced milk and

butterfat comparing favorable with special 
purpose herd yields. 

Mr. Dresser has for years been an ap- 
proved judge of Milking Shorthorns. He 
has filled many commissions to purchase 
cattle both privately and at sales. His 
rugged honesty is well known among 
those who have sold to him or bought 
from him. 

The Hanford Hotel, at Mason City, 
Iowa, has arranged to give instant service 
in delivering to Paul Dresser, who will 
be at this hotel the day before and the 
day of the sale, all letters, air mail or 
regular mail. 


How the Plan Works 

Mail bidders are kindly requested to 
outline their instructions on the Mail Bid 
Form, enclosed. separately in the Sale 
catalog, and return in the envelope that 
requires no postage, that is enclosed with 
the Sale catalog. 

The mail bids in the sealed envelopes 
will come directly to the Mail Bid Com- 
missioner. Prior to the sale of the ani- 
mals in the sale, the bids will be handled 
by, and known only to him. There is - 
necessarily the exception, that should the 
mail bids be so numerous that they can 
not be capably serviced by one man, the 
right is reserved to have the Commissioner 
obtain such assistance of a clerk or clerks 
as may be needed. 

Mail bids will be so handled as to give 
the same effect as if the bidders were at 
the ring side, with the specified limits in 
mind. The Mail Bid Commissioner will 
start no animals in the sale. He will bid 
the prevailing raises carefully up to the 
amount necessary to obtain the animal, 
or to the limit of the bid, which ever is 
reached the sooner. This procedure will 
be adhered to strictly except where there 
may be bids from two parties on the 
same lot. In that event, the commissioner 


will first bid the higher limit of the lower 
of the competing bids, and go on from 


there to represent the higher mail bid. 

At the conclusion of the sale, all anail 
bids will be turned over to the sale man- 
agement, and every bidder, regardless of 
whether successful or not, will be advised 
b, letter as to the results of his bid. 

All cattle purchased for absentee buyers 
will be loaded for shipment in ‘the 


manner instructed in the “Shipping In- 
structions,’ of the buyer, with feed, bed- 
ding, watering facilities, and partitioning 
required’ for the delivery trip, without 
concern to the buyer. Likewise all calves 
that are to be shipped by express crated 
will be provided with proper crates. Buy- 
ers should add $5.00 for each calf that is 
to be crated, the crate then belonging to 
the buyer. It is necessary to provide for 
this, as many sellers are dispersing their 
herds and it is inconvenient to take the 
calves home for crating there. No charge 
will be made for the work of loading, 
nor feed for the first two days cattle may 
have to stay at the sale barn. Feed after 
the 2nd day following the same is at the 
expense of the buyer, but all feed of 
course be bought, and charged, at actual 
cost. 

Our experience is that all cattle sold 
make an exit from the sale barn that is 
wonderfully close to complete within two 
hours from the close of the safe. 


In one department, that of the baby 
calves, the mail bidder can be of much 
assistance. There are many baby calves 
dropped the five weeks before:the sale, 
that never get into the head-notes of the 
catalog. They are there, bright and chip- 
per, led into the rings of the sale with 
their dams. 


A mail bidder competes with his bids 
against the bids of buyers there in per- 
son, and the $5.00 more that he pays 
over the bid of a bidder in the ring is a 
well-placed bid. 


Mr. Dresser is not personally interested 
in the sale price, either as seller or as 
salesman, and receives payment for his 
per diem and expense, without regard to 
what the cattle may bring. 


Baby Calves 

The tendency in consigning cows, is to 
pick those calving about sale time or 
shortly before. It takes some five weeks 
to go through the. motions of preparing 
copy for the sale, read the proof, print 
the catalog. This operates to produce at 
a sale a lot of calves that never get into 
the head-notes, but are led into the ring 
with their dams, sold separately. 


Buyers pay a bit more for the calf if 
the mother is present, a bit more for the 
dam when the calf is on display. 


In the ordinary course of cataloguing, 


they fact -ihatsa bull calf or a” heifer ‘calf 
is to be sold, led into the ring with the 
dam, sold separately, is indicated by the 
head-note in the dam’s pedigree in the 
catalog something like this: 

“AND her red cow calf, January 4, 
1945, sired by (naming the sire and his 
dam, and dam’s producing record.) 


The Figure of Merit 


In the tabulations in this catalog the 
two signs: FM and RM are used. RM 
means Record of Merit. FM means Figure 
of Merit. 

Record of Merit means that a cow has 
a record published in the Milking Short- 
horn year book. Requirements for this 
start at 5,250 pounds of milk or its equiva- 
lent at 4 per cent, 210 lbs. of butterfat, 
at two and one-half years of age. They 
increase 3 pounds of milk and 1/10 of a 
pound of butterfat for each day over 
30 months that the animal is of age at the 
start of the record, and continue until, 
some place between 54 and 60 months, the 
requirements run into the mature require- 
ment at 5 years of 8,000 pounds of milk 
or 300 lbs. of butterfat. If the record is 
made in 305 days and a living calf dropped 
within four months of the time a cow 
freshened when the record was started, 
the requirement is reduced 10 per cent. 

A Record of Merit for a bull means 
that he has two or more Record of Merit 
daughters. 

The Figure of Merit is applied to bulls 
only, but is earned for them by their 
daughters. Five or more daughters are 
required that have pairs. That is, the 
daughters have records and the dams have 
records. A bull’s Figure of Merit is the 
average of his daughters at two time a 
day milking, 365 days, plus or minus the 
gain or loss of his daughters compared 


with their dams. 


Importance of Production 


Milking Shorthorn breeders deal with 
both milk and flesh. Some bulls reduce 
the production of their daughters over 
their dams. Daughters of Imp. Duke 


Buttercup averaged 1,000 Ibs. of mulk 
a year less than their dams’ production. 


With some bulls advancing production, 
others tearing production down, it is 
worth while to have some buttressing of 
production in the pedigree.

The importance being paid to produc- 
tion sires is shown by the fact that the 
catalog for the Mason City Sale, January 
20th, 1945, called attention to 17 cattle 
listed in the catalog as having Figure of 
Merit sires in their pedigrees. This catalog 
lists thirty eight of the animals offered 
for sale as having Figure of Merit 
animals in their pedigrees. 

Considering that a bull must be some 
eight years old before five or more of 
his daughters make records to compare 
with those of their dams, it is, perhaps, 
nothing against an animal that no Figure 
of Merit appears in its pedigree. It is, 
however, a credit to an animal to have 
the Figure of Merit in its pedigree. 


In speaking of the Figure of Merit, 
good records, such as 400 lbs. of butterfat 
or more, of 10,000 Ibs, of milk or more, 
and a 4% average test of butterfat, are 
indicated. About one-third of the bulls 
having five or more daughters that are 
pairs (daughters with records and their 
dams with records) have improving rec- 


ords, one-third are more or less neutral, 
and one-third have diminishing records. 
As an illustration of how Figures of 
Merit are made, take the record ten 
daughters of Walgrove Camp Fire that 
have dams with records. All are compiled 
to yields in 365 days on two times a day 
milking. The 10 daughters have records 
totaling 98,872-3,948 Ibs., an average of 
9,687-394, testing 4.01%. 
Their dams have records totaling 88,- 
360-3,367 lbs. an average of 8,836,336 lbs. 
The Figure of Merit of a bull is the 
average of his five or more .record daugh- 
ters plus or minus the gain or loss of 
the daughters compared with their dams. 
The 10 daughters show an average gain 
of 851-58 Ibs., which gives a Figure of 
Merit of 10,538-452 lbs., testing 4.28%. 


Imported Cows 


Every Shorthorn cow in the States and 
Canada traces to some cow imported from 
Great Britain. 

In 1822 was published Volume 1 of the 
English Herd Book, known generally as 
Coates’ Herd Book, largely made possi- 
ble by the exertions of Mr. Whitaker and 
Mr. Bates. In 1845 was published the first 
volume of the American Herd Book. 
Prior to 1870, when the Cruickshank cat- 
tle appeared, Shorthorn cows in England 
were, very largely, good fleshers and good 
milkers. 

It is interesting to observe the imported 
cows to which our milking shorthorns of. 
today trace. In this catalog the imported 
cow to which each animal is given in the 
tabulation of the third dam. 


Every one pays some attention to regis- 
try certificates. The Mexicans and Henry 
Ford value them as indicating some care 
in the breeding of cattle. This is the 
minimum attention to registry certificates. 


Thomas Bates, the master breeder, 
says: 


“A good beast is a good beast, come 
how it may; but to pedigree alone may we 
look for succession.” 


These are his words thundering down 
the halls of .Time. 


Most of the cows in this sale trace to 
cattle bred in and about Yorkshire and 
Durham shires in England, by Thomas 
Bates and his contemporaries.

In case of failure of bull to be a breeder, notice shall be given to 
the seller within six months of date of purchase, or by the time the bull is 20 months 
of age, if bought under 14 months of age. 


3. Cows having dropped living calves within four months of sale are considered proven 
breeders. All other cows and heifers are guaranteed breeders, except calves catalogued 
, with dams and heifers under 10 months at time of sale. Heifers under 2 years shall not be 
served by old or heavy bull. Cows and heifers served for more than 4 months, according 
to service date furnished at time of sale, but not proving in calf must be reported to the 
seller within 3 months of sale; those reported served within 4 months of sale, not proving 
in calf, must be reported within 5 months. Females over 10 months old sold open, not 
settling within 12 months of sale, shall be reported to seller within 13 months of sale. 
Animals reported at sale as served, proving not to be in calf but subsequently proven 
breeders shall carry a refund by the seller to the buyer of 10% of the purchase price on 
animals reported served more than 4 months before the sale, no refund on animals re- 
ported as served less than 4 months. 


4. Any animal not proving up to the foregoing guaranty shall be replaced at the 
premises of the seller with another animal of equal value at the time of purchase or, at 
seller's option, selling price without interest or charge for feed or maintenance may be re- 
funded. Or the seller may have the animal returned for retrial for a period not exceeding 
six months, transportation to be paid for the moment by seller. If the animal proves a 
breeder, to be returned to buyer at his expense for transportation both ways. If the animal 
proves a non-breeder, seller shall refund purchase price without charge for interest, feed 
or maintenance being made by either buyer or seller, salvage going to seller. The guar- 
anty applying to first animal sold shall apply to its substitute. 


5. All animals sold subject to a 60-day re-test for tuberculosis, or to comply with the 
laws of the state or county into which they may be shipped. Unless the buyer’s herd be 
federally accredited, animals shall be segregated from buyer’s herd until re-test is made. 
All tests for tuberculosis, before sale or re-test, shall be made by federal or state veter- 
inarian, or veterinarian deputized by the state veterinarian, who is cooperating with federal 
veterinarian and qualified to do accredited herd testing. Upon proof of reaction, settlement 
to be made under section 4. Blood tests healthy to bang’s disease, made within 30 days of 
sale, furnished. Certificate that animal is one of a herd federally accredited for tb or bang 
may be furnished in lieu of individual charts. Health charts for tb and bang ready at close 
of sale. 


6. Milking Shorthorn registry certificates on each lot catalogued, and on calves cata- 
logued with dam, will be transferred without trouble to the buyer on the records of the 
American Shorthorn Herd Book, and delivered to buyer in due course. Application for 
registry forms on calves carried in dam, made out so far as required for seller, will be 
furnished each buyer in due course. Shipment made as soon as possible after close ot 
sale in accordance with buyer’s instructions and without trouble to buyer, but at buyer’s 
risk of loss or injury after animal is sold by auctioneer. 


7. TERMS: Cash, except other arrangements are made with owner before sale. 
Settlement to be made with the clerk of the sale immediately after close of the sale. The 
sale manager and clerk act as agents for the sellers, but it is stipulated that neither sale 
manager nor clerk assume any liability, legal or otherwise, and that the guaranty and 
terms above are the agreement of sale between buyer and seller.
